ashington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[{Special.]— 
Akon G. Dawes, Controller of the Curren- 
ey, in his annual report to Congress, which 
became public property through the mistake 
of a Philadelphia paper, has arrived at con- 
dusions, based on official figures entirely, 
ghich have fairly taken the breath away 
from the currency refotmers. 

He pronounces squarely against all the 
tanking schemes submitted to Congress, 
meluding those of the Secretary of the 
frasury, the Indianapolis conference, and 
the McCleary bill. now before the House, 
which was prepared by the Committee on 
Banking and Currency at the last session. 
He says without reservation: 

“The existing banknote system, based up- 
on deposit of government bonds as security, 
should not now be abandoned.” 

He further declares that to protect banks 
in time of panic, and to provide the neces- 
sary elasticity, a small amount of unsecured 
notes, in addition to the secured circulation, 
might be permitted, but that the tax on 
these temporary notes should be so large as 


to force them into retirement as soon as the , 


emergency passes. He says that uncovered 
dreulation should be “‘a remedy for an 
emergency, not an instrument of current 


‘business.”” 


Turns Against Gage’s Plan 
It should be understood at the outset that 
Controller Dawes was not originally an oppo- 
nent of currency reform. He started out to 
collect data from the recordsegf his office 
on the subject and was quite as much astcn- 
ished as anybody else over the results..

It is generally admitted here, even by the 
warmest friends of currency reform, that the 
report of Controller Dawes will result at 
least in a modiftcation of almost all the 
various plans previously submitted to Con- 
gress, including, of course, that of Secre- 
tary Gage. The figures collected by the 
Controller show that if noteholders are given 
a preference over depositors the result will 
be inevitably to reduce the security of the 
latter class of creditors of banks ma- 
terially. 


Gage May Recast His Measure. 

It is probable, therefore, that Secretary 
Gage will recast his currency plan in such 
a way as to meet the objections presented 
by Controller Dawes by taking away from. 
the noteholders their prior lien on the assets 
of failed banks. Chairman McCleary of the 
House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, in submitting the bill which embodied 
most of Secretary Gage’s recommendation. 
explained that it was absolutely necessary 
to the stability of the new currency that it 
should have a first claim on the assets, and 
that bankers would not take out circulation, 
nor would the people accept it at par, in ail 
probability, uniess it had behind it some- 
thing more than the mere credit of the bank. 
It is feared, therefore, by some of the ad- 
vocates of currency reform that the in- 
evitable effect of Mr. Dawes’ report will 
be to upset all systems of circulation based 
on uncovered assets, for if the notes are not 
preferred either the government or the re- 
demption fund would have to make good the 
loss,

CLAIM GREEDY KIN .- 


INSPIRED CHARGES. 


Accused Wife’s Attorneys Draw from 
Defense’s Chief Witness, Marie Rob- 
ertson, Damaging Statements in the 
Battle Creek Poisoning Case. /

Battle Creek, Mich., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
The shade of the first Mrs. Rodolphus San- 
derson was dragged into the trial of her 
successor, the defendant on a charge of kill- 
ing the man who was at different times the 
husband of both, In the progress of the hear- 
ing today. The claim was made by the de- 
fense that greed for what Mrs. Sanderson 
No. 1 had posséssed and which formed part 
of the estate of Rodolphus Sanderson had 
inspired relatives of the dead woman to in- 
stigate the prosecution against the living 
widow. 

The proceedings of the day were confined 
to a single session. First, the State called 
Sheriff William Stone to give evidence show- 
ing the remains he delivered to Professor 
Prescott at Ann Arber were those taken 
from the body of Rodolphus Sanderson.

DEATH SENTENCE 
PRONOUNCED BY 
COURT-MARTIAL. 


Private Holt of Tenth Cavalry Is to Die 

_ for Murder—He Is the First Soldier 
to Receive the Extreme Penalty for 
Many Years.

United States Cavalry, now encamped here, 
is resting under a death sentence, the result 
of a recent court-martial, at which it was 
proven that he was guilty of murder.

This is the first death sentence passed upon 
an enlisted man since the beginning of the 
war and for many years previous.

to Boston, is lost on the Sow and Pigs reefs 
{near Newport, R. I. 

The passengers of the Fairfax have been 
removed by the steamer W. M. Whitney, but 
the crew fs still aboard the vessel, which is 
full of water to its main decks. 

The Portland was one of the largest and 
finest coastwise steamers running out of 
Boston, and was the property of the Boston 
and Portland Steamship company. ‘The ves- 
sel sailed from here Saturday night. 

Every harbor between here and Portland 
onthe north shore has been heard from, and 
one On the south shore, and in no case has 
the steamer been seen. The only remaining 
barbor which the Portland could have 
reached is Provincetown, on Cape Cod, and 
it is still impossible to reach that port by 
wire. 

The Portland, although a stanch craft, 
Was not built to weather such terrific gales 
as it must have experienced, and old mari- 
hers declare the vessel's chance to live in 
the maddened_seas of Sunday morning was 
not one in a thousand. A faint hope exists 
that the Portland put out in the open ocean, 
dutlived the gale, and may yet succeed in 
making harbor.

According to President Hart, Captain 
Dahlen was right in saying recently that 
there was a good prospect that he (Dahlen) 
and Lange would be found playing on some 
team other than Chicago next season, Mr.

Said Mr. Hart: ‘‘I do not know what My 
Burns intends to do in the matter and it ts 
entirely in his charge, although, doubtless, 
he will consult with me before he makes a 
final decision. But I do know that so far as 
concerns my personal opinion I believe Dah- 
len and Lange mjght be exchanged for other 
players who. would be of more service to 
the Chicago club. I do not say that it will 
be easy to get other men in their places 
who will be just ds good ball players, but 
they may be of more service to the team. 

** Now, I do not believe in criticising play- 
ers through newspapers,” Mr. Hart con- 
tinued, “‘ but in this instance I feel that I 
am speaking for the public. I know thatthe 
public Was dissatisfied with these men last 
year, and it is chiefly on that account that 
I think it might be well for themtogo. The 
public, while liking the ability of Dahlen 
and Lange, became convinced that they were 
at times indifferent to the success of the 
club. This fact was thrust upon me in 
countless ways, and I feel it to be only a 
duty to the patrons of the game to say how 
they feel about it. 


Meaning of Burns’ Visits. 

“Both Dahlem and Lange have done all 
their ball playing in Chicago. They came 
here from obscure teams. They have had 
smooth sailing. Their ability has made 
them plenty of friends and admirers and 
this, to their minds, probably, was satisfac- 
tory. For my own part I would prefer men 
who had the interest of the club a little more 
at heart.

TELLS OF THE CHICAGO RIVER. 


Theodore Dreiser Says It’s the Smallest 
and the Busiest Stream in the 
eWorld. 


[FROM THE METROPOLITAN.] 
The smallest and busiest river in the world. 
Where do you think it is? Theodore Dreiser 
locates it in Chicago and has this to say 
about it: The first peculiarity of this little 
stream is that ft is the smallest river doing 
the largest business in the world, or, in other 
words, the busiest river in the world. In 
the next place, it has the greatest depth for 
the narrowest width of any known river. 
In the third place, it has the largest number 
of bridges spanning it of any river of equal 
or greater length, barring the Mississipp!— 
or a total of fifty-two bridges. All these are 
draw or swinging bridges and carry traffic 
of their own overhead almost as important 
as that which passes below. Next, thisriver 
has little or no current to speak of, and flows 
upward’ instead of down. It is the only 
Known river whose current has been turned 
round and made, as it were, to flow the 
other way. Lastly, it is a sort of an orphan 
river; for whereas all rivers and harbors are 
owned and cared for by the United States 
government, the Secretary of War, whose 
province it is to care for these things, will 
have nothing to do with it, and Chicago re- 
pairs it only sufficient for its own needs, but

it as an emptying place for its sewers and 
the Street Cleaning department as a dump- 
ing ground for its waste, and yet it is the 
most valuable factor in the life of Chicago, 
and the one more than all else that has 
made the city what it is today.: No other 
river in the wide world possesses or pretends 
to the appearance of this stream.In 
its busiest hours it is a sight for gods and 
men. A mere creek, it struggles with the 
burden of an ocean. The great deep-draft 
propellers tear the water into splatterinzg 
fragments. Their huge stacks often hide 
the entire stream from view with great 
clouds of smoke. The ingoing and outgoing 
vessels quarrel for the right of way with all 
the vehemence inherent in gongs and whis- 
tles. Tug pilots handle their craft with a 
kill that would put to shame the manners of 
— heavy teamsters in a crowded New York 
ane. 

The longest branch of the river today is 
more than ten miles in length, and the total 
length of all branches is sixteen. At its 
mouth it is no more than 200 feet wide, and 
the fact that it is the same width a mile or 
two up-stream is due to the fact that it was 
made so by excavation and dredging. At one 
time (1869) -it was- 200 feet wide at Lake 
street, 175 feet wide at Randolph, a block 
further on; 165 feet at Washington, 175 feet 
at Madison—all these but single blocks apart 
—and so on until it became so small as to be 
unnavigable by boats drawing ten feet of 
water. In that year, however, it was dredged 
and made a uniform width of 200 feet in the 
‘South Branch, and it is kept that width by 
the walls of the immense buildings which 
have now encroached to the water's edge, 
and which in most cases form the only 
banks visible. 

It is Interesting to note the peculiarities of 
this poor little stream. Nowhere along its 
shores within the great city limits is there a 
foot of unoccupied ground where a tree may 
find root. No branch or blade of green graces 
its shores. No bountiful springs rise from 
point to point and feedit. Itstributaries are 
dark, stone-arched sewers which empty their : 
subterranean blackness into it in continuous 
stream. Its banks are for the most part sheer 
walls of red brick. Where an open space oc- 
curs railroad tracks skirt the water’s edge 
so closely as to stir a fear for the safety of 
the cars which line them, Lumber yards 
make up other portions, and groups of beich- 
ing smokestacks, sooty black, rise in forest- 
like numbers at regular intervals. Nosingle

CITY DEATH LIST GROWS 


INCREASE 18S CHIEFLY IN IMPURE 
WATER MALADIES. 


That the Mortality from a Malig- 
nant Disease Is 812 Per Cent Great- 
er than Fifty Years Ageo—Urges the 

Necessity of Sanitary Precautions 
in Such Cases—Délay in Northwest 

Tunnel Caused by Thornton. 


The mortality report for the last week 
Shows a total of 424 deaths from all causes, 
an increase of 38 over the previous week and 
of 83 over the corresponding week in 1807. 
This increase is chiefly in the impur@water 
maiadies—14 more than the week before and 
18 more than a year ago-—and from malig- 
naft and nervous diseases. The deaths from 
cancer were the highest ever recorded in any 
one week in Chicago. 

In his second annual report Health Com-

In this, as in the sanitary care of cases of 
‘phthisis or pneumonia, the health officer. 
calls attention to the fact that he can do lhit- 
tle in the present attitude of the professional 
and the public mind. He cannot take the 
initiative in the segregation of these patients 
nor in the enforcement of measures of disin- 
fection; neither the profession nor the pub- 
lic mind is as yet- educated up to this point. 
But the department is fully prepared and is 
anxious to take charge of premises infected 
by the contagion’ of these diseases and to 
employ the other resources of sanitary sci- 
ence at the request of the attending physi- 
cian or the family.

Attorney W. 8. Forrest returned to the city 
yesterday and was formally offered the de- 
fense of Baron. von Biedenfeld, which he 
accepted. John A. May. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel and a relative of the Cummings 
family, who has had charge of the Von 
Biedenfeld case, will assist in the trial. 

While the Baron’s friends have been busy 
preparing for his defense the friends of Con- 
stable Charles McDonald, whom Von Bieden- 
feld killed, have been no less active. The 
West Side Irish-American society, of which 
McDonald was a member, has raised a fund 
to engage counsel to assist the State in the 
prosecution. The names of Kickham Scan- 
lan, W. A. Foster, and R. M. Wing have been 
mentioned in this connection. 

The defense will base its case on the 
threats they allege McDonald made against 
the Baron’s life, and that the latter was 
in fear of bodily harm, and shot in self-de- 
fense. The State will try to show that Mc- 
Donald had made no more threats against 
the Baron than had the Baron against Me- 
Donald, and that McDonald was shot down 
in cold blood. The Baron is eager for a 
speedy trial, and the case probably will 
come up in January. 

Baron von Biedenfeld was accused in 
Justice Kehoe’s court during the day of hav- 
ing stolen a horse and harness and sold 
them. Samuel Davidov was the complain- 
ant. Davidov said that he and the Baron 
kept their horses in the same stable, and 
that in October the Baron took Davidov’'s 
horse and harnessandsoldthem.

John Henry Collins, Charged 
with Killing His Father, 
| Arraigned. 


GREAT LEGAL BATTLE ON 


Prosecution Says Collins Com- 


mitted Crime to Get Money 
in Order to Marry. 


CROWD PACKS COURTROOM. 


Topeka, Kas.,; Nov. 28.—[Special.J—John 


Henry Collins, a student in the State Uni- 


versity at Lawrence, a young man of fine 
family, this morning was arraigned before 
Judge Hazen in the District Court and plead- 


ed not guilty to the charge of murder. 


The crime with which young Collins stands 


‘charged is the murder of his father, and the 


case has drawn the names of the most 


prominent families of the State into it. 


Crowds jammed the court-room all day, hun- 
dreds thronged the streets unable to gain 


whole community. 


The case has stirred up the 


James 8. Collins, a prominent citizen of 
Topeka, was mysteriously murdered in his 
own home at 5 o’clock on the morning of May 
13, 1898. He died almost instantly from the 
effects of two gunshot wounds, inflicted with 
his own shotgun, as he slept in his bed at 


home. 

On June 9, 1898, John Hénry 
son, was arrested charged with the crime of 
patricide.

The subsequent developments of the mur- 
der, climaxing in the arrest of John Collins, 
were followed with intense interest. The 
trial, which began today, promises to be the 


greatest criminal trial ever held in the State. 


The State will endeavor to show that Col- 
lins employed Johnson Jordon and Jess 
Harper, notorious negro toughs, to kill his 
father; that they iailed to carry out their 
contract, and that he committed the deed 


himself. It is claimed that Collins wanted 


his father’s life insurance to wed Miss 
Frances_Adelaide Babcock, a society belle 


of Lawrence. 


The morning of the murder 


Collins sent the following message to Miss 


Babcock, which never has been explained: 
‘* Father is dead; tell nothing.”’ 


Both Jordon and Harper have confessed. 
that Collins hired them to slay his father, 
and Collins’ watch was found in the posses- 
sion of Harper's sweetheart. Harper says 
the watch was part of the price. A number 
of letters purporting to come from Collins 


were found in Jordon’s possession.

were unsigned, and had to do with theplans 


for the murder.

It is quite fmpossible to escape from tra- 
dition in playing ‘‘ The Rivals.” The vari- 
ous characters have become so stereotyped 
that even the keenest eye can detect only 
a few differences between the work of one 
actor and another in the same part. For that 
reason “‘ The Rivals” is always a safe play 
to put on the stage. 

The best company in the world could not 
give a much better performance than was 
given last night at Powers’ Theater; few 
companies of people calling themselves 
actors could give a much worse. In recent 
years Mr. Joseph Jefferson has played Bob 
Acres in “‘ The Rivals,” Mr. Sol Smith Rus- 
sell has done the same, Mr. Goodwin has 
followed suit, and now Mr. William Winter 
Jefferson steps into his father’s shoes. And 
yet it is impossible to say that in any case 
the performance of the company was much 
better or worse than another. No comedi- 
enne of any standing can miss the unctuous 
note of Mrs. Malaprop; no ingenue can fail 
to be insipid enough for Lydia; the wrath of 
Sir Anthony has no variations; even Bob 
Acres has become a fixed quantity since Mr. 
Jefferson rewrote the play. 

It is not, therefore, the highest compliment 
in the world to say that the performance of 
the Jefferson comedy company was a most 
creditable one; and yet it is equally impos- 
sible to withhold this tribute of praise, for 
certainly it was a well-balanced cast, and not 
a single member of it failed to come up to re- 
quirements. In one way the play profited 
by the absence of Mr. Joseph Jefferson, be- 
cause the illness of the acknowledged star 
leaves the rest of the actors more free to 
make a dueimpression. On the other hand, 
Mr. Sheridan’s comedy, which was not in- 
tended to be a star play, has been so hacked 


about by Mr. Jefferson that in the early part 


it resembles nothing so much as “ Les 
Huguenots.”” The scenes might be played 


‘in any order and be equally coherent; and 


since there is no longer a starinthecast the 
audience might resent this incoherence if it 
were not that the plot is too well known to 
call for careful demonstration. 

It is difficult to single out any of the com- 
pany for particular praise, where the aver- 
age of merit is so even. Miss Ffolliett 
Paget was perhaps as good a Mrs. Mala- 
prop as need be desired. She has an ex- 
cellent stage presence, a clear enunciation, 
without too much emphasis, and a good eye 
for comic effect. 

The Captain Absolute of Mr. Otis Skinner 
deserves special mention because he made a 

ood deal out of a rather colorless part. 

e is always a conscientious actor, even 
when he is not too intelligent. His voice is 
good, and he is sufe of his points. Un- 
fortunately, he does not always think about 
what he is supposed to be doing.. Otherwise 
he would not spoil his first scene with Lydia 
Languish by embracing her in and out of 


| season, and so stultifying thé lines of the 


play. He was also a little forgetful of his 
lines last night, but on the whole his Cap- 
tain Absolute had plenty of color and in- 
dividuality. 

Miss Elsie Leslie was as sentimental, fool- 
ish, and insipid as the heroine of any eight- 
eenth century romance, and she was dressed 
to perfection. As an actress she still needs 
a great deal of training. Her methods of 
speech remind one forcibly of afternoons 
with the Chicago School of Acting or simiiar 
institutions, and she has not yet learned to 
speak the Queen’s or the President’s Eng- 
lish. 

Mr. Wilton Lackaye was quite harmless as 
Sir Lucius O’ Trigger and he struggled man- 
fully with an Irish accent, and even 
then he made a good many mistakes. 
But it would be unkind to criticise any play- 
er in the part of Sir Lucius, which once was 
fairly amusing, but for thirty years or more 
has been used merely as prompter to give 
Mr. Jefferson his cucs. 

Blanche Bender was an indifferent Lucy 
and Mr. Walter B. Woodall was a lugubri- 
ous Falkland. 


It remains to speak of Mr. William Winter | Fre 


Jefferson’s imitation of Mr. Joseph Jeffer- 
son, which was really a remarkable tour de 
force. Mr. Joseph Jefferson, it is said, has 
claimed that William once played the part 
and the audience never knew that it was not 
his father. This is rather a rash statement, 
but there were times last night when it al- 
most seemed that it might betrue. In face, 
form, gesture, and occasionally voice Will- 
iam Winter was entirely his father. And he 
deserves enormous credit to step so easily 
at his age into his father’s shoes. 

In other respects, however, his perform- 
ance was a little pitiable. It is sad to see 
a ng man playing the part of an old man; 
it is still sadder to see an old man playing 
the part of an old one; but the saddest of al! 
is to see a young man imitating an old man 
playing the part of a young man. It is like 
nothing that ever was seen on land or sea; 
it reminds one only of a figure in some night- 
mare drawn by Du Maurier. Not once in 
the whole performance can you see Bob 
Acres; for the most part you see a boy giv- 
ing a splendid imitation of his father and 
every now and then the illusion is dispelled 
and nothing is left but the boy, with a thin 
whining voice that sounds terribly ama- 
teurish and ineffectual. 

If Mr. William Jefferson would cnly forget 
his father, if possible, and try to play Bob 
Acres there is mo reason why he should not 
do the part well enough to pass muster—he 
at least would look the part, which’ his 
father cannot hope todo now. But presuma- 
bly he is expected to play understudy and 
do it as well as possible.

Yesterday the Spanish Peace Commis- 


gioners notified the American representa- 


tives that they would sign a treaty giving 
the United States the whole of the Philip- 
pine and Sulu groups for 20 million dol- 
lars, that being the sum which the Ameri- 
can Peace Commissioners had offered. ‘The 


to the effect that the American proposi-: 
tions “ are inadmissible on legal! principles ” 
and that Spain, “inspired by reasons of 
humanity and patriotism and to avoid the 
horrors of war, resigns herself to the power 
of the victor.” 

That is babyish talk. The terms which 
Spain accepts so reluctantly are singularly 
moderate. They offend no legal or moral 
principle. The United States could have 
justly demanded the payment of a war in- 


demnity of 300 millions and the settle- 


ment of all claims of American citizens 
against Spain. Instead of doing that, this 
country has agreed to let Spain off in 
consideration of a formal relinquishment 
of title to islands it has already lost and 
which it could not reconquer if the United 
States were to withdraw its forces and 
give Spain a free hand. And out of sheer 
kindness of heart Spain is given a solatium 
—a botinty—of 20 millions. | 

The protocol, which left “the control, 
a re and government of the Philip- 
pines "to be determined by the Peace Com- 
missioners at Paris, was signed on the 12th 
of August. The commission met on the 
Ist of October. It was not long before 
the Spanish representatives were given to 
understand what disposition was to be made 
of the Philippines. Instead of accepting 
at once, they have fought off action and 
haveeconsumed nearly two months in 
palavering and trying to get aid in Europe. 
‘They have found none and have been’ 
compelled toacceptthe Americanterms. _ 

The sessions of the commission are not 
yet at an end, however. It is stated that 
“the question of the debt of Cuba is left 
unsettled.” But it is settled practically. 
The American commissioners have notified 
the Spaniards that the so-called Cuban 
debt js not to be assumed by the United 
‘States.and is not to be imposed on Cuba. 
The Spaniards have learned by this time 
that when the American commissioners 
say a thing they mean it. Those com- 
missioners have behaved admirably. They 
have stood up for the rights of their country 
under the protocol and have not been moved 
by Spanish cajoleries, entreaties, or bom. 
bast to surrender a single point. “ A high 
official of the French Foreign office” is 

uoted as complaining that ‘‘Americans lack 

iplomatic manners.” The American com- 
missioners haye . displayed as good 
“diplomatic manners” as any European 
diplomats, but they have displayed also 
decision and firmness. 

The commission will meet again tomor- 
row. It may hold several other meetings 
before the treaty is signed, but the agony 
is practically over. The great contest was

POWERS OF THE SUPREME COURT 

The Chronicle, commenting on Darrow’s

judiciary, which is “the menace to pop- 
ular government and popular rights.” Mr. 
Darrow is told that, as the State Judges 
are elective, men who make unjust decisions 
to the injury of the people can be defeated 


practically irremovable, “can, if they will, 
undo all the. work of the State judiciary and 


passing upon the constitutionality of ques- 
tions brought before them.” ‘The Chronicle 
asks: 

When a federal Judge may, by declaring a law 
unconstitutional,’’ suspend its operatiom and 
when the federal Supreme Court, by affirming his 
decision, may nuilify that law altogether, we may 
well inquire what is the use of maintaining legis- 
lative bodies at all? 

The federal judiciary has extensive pow- 
ers. It can hold that a law passed by Con- 
gress or by a State Legislature is uncon- 
stitutional. It has’done so. Occasionally 
acts of Congress have been declared null 
and void. The income tax law is one in- 
stance. The civil rights act of 1875 is an- 
other. 
rights of colored citizens, the Chronicle is 
undoubtedly of the opinion that the Su- 
preme Court did right to “ nullify ” it. 

The Supreme Court has also during the 
last one hundred years set aside a large 
number of State statutes which were al- 
leged to be in violation of some provision of 
the federal constitution, which is of higher 
authority than any State constitution. Did 
the court consult the interests of the peo- 
ple when it undid the work of the State 
judiciary and State Legislatures, or did.it 
show that it cannot safely be intrusted with 
the powers given to it by the constitution? 
To answer that question intelligently the 
Chronicle will have to read the decisions. 

If it does so it will find that a large num- 
ber of the laws which were set aside were 
designed to impair the obligation of con- 
tracts—to enable one set of individuals to 
cheat another set. Many of the laws which 
‘were held unconstitutional were attempts 
on the part of the States responsible for 
them to give unjust preferences to their 
citizens at the expense of the citizens of 
other States. Some of these laws were 
assaults on the rights of some of the citi- 
zens of the States whose Legislatures enact- 
ed them. The probabilities are that the 
Chronicle would approve of ninety-nine out 
of every hundred of these decisions if it 
knew what they were. ¥ 
_ On many occasions State Legislature 
have enacted laws attacking personal and 
property rights. 
long before the Populists of Kansas and 
Nebraska put some unconstitutional laws 
on the statute books of those States. In 
many instances the State Judges have up- 
held plainly unconstitutional laws, either 
because they were afraid to do otherwise 
lest they lose their places or because they 
were elected on the strength of a pledge 
that they would stand by those laws. Had 
it not been for the Supreme Court the rights 
. of some citizens of nearly every State in the 
union would at one time or another have 
pam the victims of lawless State legisla- 
ion. |

great powers no one denies. The question 
is whether it has made so bad a use of its 
powers during the last century as to make 
that court “a menace to popular govern- 
ment and. popular rights.” Mr. Darrow 
thinks so. The Chronicle intimates that it 
thinks so. Neither ventures to submit any 
evidence. That court has protected popular 
rights against sudden gusts of popular fury 
and against the assaults of knaves and 
fanatics. That is an offense in the eyes of 
some people.

“BITTER RESENTMENT” OF EUROPE. 

The same Paris dispatch which states 
that Spain has accepted the American terms 
concerning the Philippines announces that 
“there is no denying that the whole Eu- 
ropean continent will bitteriy resent ’”’ Amer- 
ican acquisition of those islands. William 
T. Stead informs a correspondent that he 
has not met a man during his recent exten- 
sive tour on the continent who was not op- 
posed to the expansion of America, unless 
he was an Englishman. 

Doubtless that feeling does exist, espe- 
cially among the governidg classes. Cer- 
tain European rulers had marked the Phil- 
ippines as their own, and aré feeling mych 
aggrieved because the United States has 
stepped across their path. But this country 
has no reason to fear any “ bitter resent- 
ment” they may feel. They have held the 

United States in such respect that they have 
not ventured to come to the assistance of 
Spain, though that country has been plead- 
ing with them for weeks and months to do 
so, and has been holding out tempting in- 
ducements. European governments have 
felt that it would be wiser not to antagonize 
the United States. 

If this country had let the Philippines go 
back under the Spanish yoke those same 
Europeans who so “ bitterly resent ” their 
acquisition by the United States would have 
poured out on it the vials of ‘their scorn and 
contempt. They would have said the Amer- 
icans were a contemptible people for hand- 


ing the Filipinos over to-Spain to suffer still - 


more from its oppression, and a foolish peo- 
ple for letting slip.so rich a prize as the 
Philippines. The Americans having shown 
that they are neither foolish nor contempti- 
ble, Europeans grumble. Let them “ re- 
sent” as much as they please. Their re- 
sentment will not take the form of inimical 
acts. 


SENATORS OPPOSING RATIFICATION 

The ratification of a treaty requires a 
two-thirds vote. Therefore a Senatorial 
minority can defeat the ratification of the 
treaty with Spain, which will be in readi- 
ness for submission to the Senate next 
month. It is known that several Senators 
are going to vote against ratification. The 
motive which actuates those Senators, 
whether Democrats of mugwumps, is op- 
position to the acquisition of the Philippines 
by the United States. 

Those men would rather have no peace 
than a-treaty which gives the United 
States those islands which its soldiers and 
sailors have already won by force of arms. 
They would rather see that indefinite and 
uncertain state of affairs which must last 
as long as peace has not been definitely an 
officia'ly concluded. 

What do those Senators wish to see done 
with the Philippines? They do not want 
the United States to have them. Do they 
wish to have the islands and their inhabi- 
tants put under the Spanish yoke once more? 
Or, do they wish to have those islands, 
which Spain cannot. unaided resubjugate, 
left to seethe in anarchy unti! Germany 
and other European nations seize on and 


divide them and exclude the United States 


from participation in their trade? 

It is a misfortune that treaties are dis- 
cussed and voted on in executive session. 
The people would like to know precisely 
what arguments are to be urged against 
ratification and by whom made. But the 
substance of what is said and done in 
executive session leaks out. If there are 
any Senators who are bold enough to take 
the ground that the Philippines should be 
given back to Spain, the people will know it 
and they will pass judgment on _ those 
Setiators. 


WHAT TO DO WITH OUR ISLANDS, 

The next great question to which the 
United States must address itself is that of 
giving Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pihe Islands a just and stable government 
and a new and permanent impetus toward 
prosperity.. How to govern them in the 
best, simplest, and most economical man- 
ner; how to make them self-supporting and 
at the same time loyal to the United States; 
how to preserve the peace, promote the pro- 
ductiveness of the colonies, and cause con- 
tentment among the natives—these are 
among the most important items in the wel- 
come task which the war has laid upon the 


American governments - 
To begin with, the Stars and ‘Stripest} 


must be hoisted over all the islands im- 
mediately, and all their ports must be 


opened to trade. Active, methodical sani-— 


tary work must also be begun and carried 
through without loss of time. All traces of 
the disease-breeding accumulations of filth 


-in the former Spanish cities must be cleared 


out-of sight before the arrival of another 
rainy season. The “ wise men ” of the gov- 
ernment at Washington must be set to work 
blocking out the beat form of government 
for the inhabitants of the various islands, 
and getting itat least tentatively into opera- 
tion as soon as possible. A.suitable tariff 
must be arranged for each or all of the 
islands. . Proper executive and judicial sys- 
tems must be provided for. All these things 
should be as nearly uniform in principle as 
possible, yet the individual traits and con- 
dftions of each island or group must be al- 
lowed for by diversity in detail. In each 
ease the natives must be given such part in 
their local self-government as is warranted 
by the amount of ability and stability they 
show. 
_It will certainly be wise to employ the 
native Cubans and. Filipinos as peace offi- 
cers—policemen, home guards, and militia- 
men—just as far and fast as practicable. 
Nothing will go farther toward insuring 
contentment among the natives than ally- 
ing them with the.executive arm of the 
government and getting them to help in the 
task,of keeping the peace. In the courseof 
a year or so the American garrisons can in 


large part be replaced jwith native ones 
under American officers. is

peace is the work of establishing a good 
school system. Wretchedly inadequate 
schools are among the worst things the 
Spaniards have left on these islands. Pub- 
lie schools in which English will be taught 
must be established everywhere. The wise 
men at Washington will do well to deal lib- 


erally and promptly by this extremely im- 


portant matter.

The extreme friendliness of. the Porto 

Ricans and their eagerness to learn Eng-' 
lish are both points in favor of such a step.

The curse of the Span- 
ish rule was.that the Madrid government 
continually squeezed and extorted from the 
colonies large sums for its own use and 
emolument, while the Spanish officials sent 
to govern thé colonies beeame rich by plun- 
der, extortion, and robbery. There will be 
nothing of this under the American rule. 
Our profit will come through encouraging 
the freest kind of commercial intercourse 
with the islands, and all benefits must be 
mutual to be effective. By giving the na- 
tives honest administration of local govern- 
ment and equal justice in the courts, their 
fullest loyalty will be insured, and these 
millions of tropical citizens will henceforth 
be enthusiastic workers for the Common 
flag and the common prosperity of imperial 
America. 
Of all the industrial improvements that 
should be encouraged in our new island pos- 
sessions none is more important than the 
building of railroads. With railways grid- 
ironing all the islands, and with good steam- 


ship communication constantly maintained - 


between the chief American and colonial 
ports, the peace and loyalty of the islanders 
will be assured. Nothing will do more to 
spread prosperity among them than rail- 
roads, which will help the farmers to get 
their products to market—their superfine 
tobacco, their abundant sugar and tropical 
fruits, their fine lumber, hemp, etc. The 
more closely they are connected with Amer- 
ican markets the more sure and rapid will 
be the spread of American ideas among 
them. 

With the introduction of these things the 
improvement in the condition of the peopie 
must necessarily be rapid. It behooves the 
government to lose no time in getting them 
started and in pushing them to the earliest 
and fullest completion.

JUDGE DELLENBAUGH 
HAS NEW EVIDENCE 
IN HIS OWN BEHALF. 


Judicial Slander Case at Cleveland Re- 
opened to Admit Evidence Showing 
Lawyer Burke’s Exclusive Connec- 
tion with the Manning Case. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the pending case of Belishianie 
against Senator Burke had been formally 
closed last Saturday, the Bar committee 
decided at 4 o’clock this afternoon to re- 
parties thereto having given 
their consent. 

A new deposition submitted by Judge Del- 
lenbaugh was that of George R. Hill of 
Woodford, who met Judge Dellenbaugh at 
Norwalk Saturday night by appointment. 
The deposition was accepted in evidence and 
in it Hill says that he was in the employ of 
Christian, the detective who obtained the 
evidence in the Manning divorce case, on 
April 1, 1895. He made reports to Christian 
in the case. 

A few days before Dellenbaugh went on 
the bench, Hill said Christian told him that 
Dellenbaugh was no longer connected with 
the Manning case, but that Senator Burke 
had it. Later, Hill asserted; he frequently 
met Burke and was told by the latter that 
Dellenbaugh no longer had anything what- 
ever to do with the Manning case. 

Hill said that Judge Dellenbaugh knew 
nothing of his knowledge of the case or 
that he had worked under Christian in it 
until he, Hill, had written him concerning it. 

Senator Burke was placed on_the stand 
again and denied that he knew Hill or that 
he ever saw or spoke with him. | 

Judges Ong, Dissette, and Lamson met in 
Judge Ong’s private office today to discuss 
the matter of bringing contempt proceedings 
against Judge Blandin because of his re- 
cent utterances against members of the 
Cuyahoga County bench at the close of the 
Burke trial.

PROOF THAT CERVERA 
KNEW IN ADVANCE OF 
HIS CERTAIN DEFEAT. 


Letters from the Spanish Admiral 
Written Wefore the War Show the 
Hopeless Nature of the Task Given 
Him to Perform in the War. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—The Navy 
department today published, through the 
office of Naval Intelligence, the “ views of 
Admiral Cervera regarding the Spanish navy 
in the late war.’’ 
Captain Glover, the chief intelligence of- 
ficer, explains this is a reprint of a num- 
ber of letters publMshed in La Epoca of 
Madrid on the Sth of the present month. 
The letters are dated from before the war 


up to May 5. They were written by Cer-" 


vera in protest against Spain rushing into 
war in the face of certain defeat, due to the 
naval stretgth of the United States and the 
unpreparedness of the Spanish navy. Cer- 
vera writes: 

‘“‘I ask myself if it is right for me to keep 
silent and thereby make myself an accom- 
plice in adventures which will surely cause 
the total ruin of Spain. And for what pur- 
pose? To defend an island which was ours, 
but belongs to us no more, because, even if 
we should not lose it by right in the war, we 


have lost it in fact, and with it all wealth 


and an enormous number of young men— 
victims of the climate and bullets—in the 
defense of what is now no more than a ro- 
mantic ideal. Furthermore, I believe that 
this opinion of mine should be known to the 
Queen and by the whole council of Ministers. 
I have deemed it my duty to express my 
opinions to the proper authorities clearly 
and without beating about the bush. Now 
let orders be given to me. I will carry them 
out with energy and decision; I am ready 
for the worst.”” _ 

Taking up some of the vessels in detail, in 
a letter written in January, Cervera shows 
how the Vizcaya carried defective guns; 
how the Carlos V. was a failure because of 
lack of power; and how the Cataluna, be- 


gun more than eight years before, was still 


incomplete. And then he predicts that a 
conflict would be disastrous to Spain. Ina 
letter written in February the Admiral 
speaks of the Colon having no guns. 

The Admiral points to the futility of at- 
tempting to blockade the United States 
ports and asks how the Spanish navy would 
repair, even should they win a great victory, 
without resources. - He says: 

“It would be foolish to deny that what 
we may reasonably expect is defeat, which 
may be glorious, but all the same defeat 
which would cause us to lose the island in 
the worst possible manner. Only in 
case we could count on some powerful ally 
could we aspire to obtaina satisfactory re- 
sult.’’ 

Says the Admiral In conclusion: 

“With an easy conscience I go to the 
sacrifice, but I cannot understand that 
decision of the navy general officers against 
my opinions."’

_ Important Recommenda-

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—The annual 
report to Congress of the Controller of the 
Currency, Charles G. Dawes, for the year 
ending Oct. 81 was made public today. Mak- 
ing a general statement as to the condition 
of the national banks during the year as 
shown by the five reports required from the 
banks, the Controller then goes on to discuss 
various financial reform schemes that have 
been advanced. He does not review in detail 
the plans for the modification of the curren- 
cy and banking systems, which are now 
the subject of economic and general discus- 
sion throughout the country, but confines 
his discussion to the general principles un- 
derlying all of them, because they seem to 
ignore the interests of bank depositors, witb

EXPLOSION OF POWDER 
= AT CITY OF HAVANA 
COSTS MANY LIVES. 


Careless Handling of Ammunition Near 
the Reina Battery at the Cuban Cap- 
ital Results in the Killing and Injur- 
ing of Thirty-eight Persons. 


Havana, Noy. 28.—An explosion occurred 
this morning on the Avenue Infanta, be- 
tween the Santa Clara and Reina Batteries.

The careless handling of one of the boxes 
of powder or one of the boxes of cartridges 
caused the explosion, which killed or more or 
less seriously injured thirty-eight persons.

*|AWARD OF COUNTY BONDS. 


First National Bank Secures the Con- 
tract for the Securities Over 
Eighteen Other Bidders. 


Bids for $750,000 of 4 per cent twenty-year 
county bonds were opened yesterday after- 
noon at a meeting of the County board, and 
the coritract for the purchase of the securi- 
ties was awarded to the First National Bank, 
a premium of $50,725 being offered. Eighteen 
other bids were opened. The accepted bid 
is on a basis of 106.66. The bids ranged from 
1 to 6.66 per cent per annum. 

The issue of the bonds is to refund an is- 
sue of $760,000 of Courthouse bonds, bearing 
5 per cent interest, which mature January 1, 
1899. They are payable ohe-twentieth every 
year, the entire issue to be wiped out in twen- 
ty years. 

The County board took the first step under 
the working of the new revenue law, by.

Governor John R. Tanner, when in Chica- 
g0 the other day, remarked to a friend, in 
Substance, that he didn’t care what Cook 
County might or might not do regarding 
the Republican State convention In 1900. 
He purposed to swing it with the counties 
outside of Cook, and that was all there was 
to the game. He didn’t use the word “‘ nom- 
inated’ at all. He simply proposed to han- 
dle the convention,.and that means he ex- 
pects to land it for John R. Tanner. 

Ever since the election Governor Tanner’s 
chosen friends have seemed so satisfied with 
the result that suspicions were aroused. 
A reporter for THE TRIBUNE set out yester- 
day to break into ‘Tanner's secret if possible. 
The task was easy, for about the first man 
encountered yielded: ‘He was one of Tan- 
ner’s closest allies, a garrulous, loquacious 
chap.

The big majority Cook County gave 
McKinley was dissipated and éxtinguished. 
The districts represented in Congress by 
Hopkins, Hitt, Prince, Warner, and Cannon 
didn’t show the Republican vot» - hey should. 


Fights in the Little Counties. 


. Then sprang up a series of fights in Con- 
gressional districts in Central and southern

The property is to be subdivided by the 
purchasers and placed on the market. The 
“syndicate is to pay one-quarter of the pur- 
chase price upon delivery of the deed, and 
the remainder on or before ten years from 
date of confirmation of the sale, the de- 
ferred payments to draw interest at the rate 
of 6 per cent a year until paid. The bid 
on which Judge Tuley authorized the sale 
of the property was in the name of John P. 
Ander, representing the Yerkes syndicate. 
The tract is accessible to the lines of the 
North Chicago Street railroad company. 

The tract was owned by the heirs of Dr. 
Macalister, who lived in Philadelphia and 
formerly had large jnterests in Chicago real 
estate. It was with the intention of con- 
verting the holding into funds for invest- 
ments of a different character that the sale 
was made. The Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company handled the property as trustee by 
appointment of the Orphans’ Court at Phila- 
delphia.
